ited section, are confident in their pre- 
dictions that rlie death roll will run as 
high a" WO. 


Some of the people, and they are 


among tlie best people of this section of 
the state, even place the loss at more 
than J.uOO. There has imt been an 
hour of any day since the catty hours 
of Monday morning that a dead body 
has not l^eeu found at borne point oil 
one of the mauy islands. As the waters 
recede and the people move deeper mto 
the wreckage gathered by the HOlm, 
the ghastly pictures are uncovered. 


So frequent are fho discoveries that 


the finding of n single body attracts no 
attention at all. 
It takes the discovery 


of at least a clump of hulE a dozen or 
more to induce the people to show Miy 
feelings whatever. It is around Bean- 
fort and Port Royal thai, tho death rate 
was the greatest, but in neither of the 
towns were many lives lost. Around 
the two towns there is a,complete chain 
of islands, and it was upon tliese that 
the death angle hovered for hours Sun- 
day night, leaving iu its path borrow 
and desolation greater than ever visited 
the state before, even in the bloody 
days of reconstruction. This section of 
the Atlantic coast has been prolific in 
stetms that scattered death and de- 
struction of property in their wake, but 
the weather-wise, the oldest cituens, 
the pilot, can not recall anything equal- 
ling it.

THE WEECKBBS. 


The f ollcnviiig; story told to me in my 


official capacity as chaplain in one of her 
majesty's largest convict prisons touched 
mo very much at thetimo. The narratm- 
having been Jentl some years, I see no 
h:>rai in presenting his history to tho 
pxiblic in as nearly ns possible hiso'ftn 
words. By ~\vay of preface I may remark 
that tlio prisoner ivas a quiet, well he- 
Imveil and apparently inoffensive incli- 
YicUml, entered in Ihe prison books as H 
51. 


He had evidently received a fair edu- 


cation. At the time of telling me his 
story he had tlie greater part of a 10 
years' pciml sentence to mn, his crinio 
being a barefaced, well planned bur- 
glary at a largo jeweler's shop in the west 
end. His constitution was not ono to 
withstand the severe discipbne cf the 
prison, nnd he lay in hospital on what 
turned out to bo his deathbed as he made 
his astonishing revelations without any 
reservation as to secrecy. lie said: 


I expect I don't seem to you, sir, quite 


the usual ont of tho long term burglar, 
and yon would be quite right in BO think- 
ing. I never did fancy tbe profession, 
and ll'.at jeweler's shop bffucss was all 
a slmm and an excuse to ^et hero out of 
the world and safe from a worse fate at 
the hands of deadly enemies. Aye. sir, 
you may stare. Few people, I imagine, 
are so fond of prison that they will 
stretch a point to get there. No, sir; my 
offense was a much more serious one 
than ever transpired nfc my trial, and ns 
I feel that I lira not likely to trouble the 
prison authorities veiy much longer I 
might as well give you the true reason 
for my being in this place. 


I started in life asa respectable mid- 


dle, class tradesman and in duo time 
married the truest and best of womou. 
Shortly after the birth of n son my wife 
was stricken down with illness, to which 
elie succumbctl. My grief was such 
that I could not e;o about my ordinary 
duties. I sent the boy to ^cme friends. 
I gave up business and became n wan- 
derer on the face of the earth. 


I drifted to Paris, and there, destitute 


and starving, I made the acqu lintance 
of a man who was n prominent member 
of one of tlie uio&t extreme socialistic 
societies in the capital. He took care of 
me, and partly out of gratitude and 
partly out or sheer restlessness and n 
growing distaste for life I agreed to join 
his society. I found that the principles 
of tliis secret association were even more 
(Trend! ul than I had supposed. lte=sayed 
to strike a blow at all monarchies or con- 
stituted governments, and tlio throned 
heads of Europe were especially marked 
out for its prey. 


From time to rime various attempts, 


though hitherto unsuccessful, had been 
made to assassinate some of the foreign 
rulers, and soon aftei I joined it hap- 
pened that Great Britain fell under the 
ban of the society. 
At a largely attend- 


ed meeting, secretly held in the out- 
skirts of 1'iu-H 
it was resolved that 


Queen Victoria and as many as po-^ible 
of the high persons surrounding her 
throne must die. It was thought that a 
deadly and .sweeping blow could bo 
dealt if, while on one of its frequent 
journeys to or from the north, the nival 
train could be wrecked. 


So it was decided. 
It remained but to draw lots fur the 


men to do the deed. By a strange fatal- 
ity Scraggs (tlie name of my friend) and 
myself wen deputed to earr'y our, the 
vengeance of the society. 


I received the intelligence with a cal- 


lousness begotten cf long enduring mis- 
ery £,nd want. What cared 1 now what 
befell me? Ju.-t at this lime, too, I 
learned ot the whereabouts of iny son. 
He had entered tho service of a well 
known S 'Otch nobleman in tho capacity 
of page and personal attendant and was 
doing weU. 


Even this news did not awaken me to 


a true senso of my position. The in- 
structions of iho society were clear and 
to the point. 


The train with her majesty on board 


had to be destroyed in any way we 
chose. 
Success would mean a hand- 


some reward and n high position in th« 
society. 
Failure—and there were no 


extenuating circumstances—meant sud- 
den and certain death at tho hands of 
the society. A certain period was given 
us to bnng about the desired result, aud 
we lost no lime in arranging our plans. 
Her majesty was at this time, tho an- 
tnmn, staying at her usual residence in 
the north of Scotland, and w& found we 
had some time before us cro we could 
hope to deal our blow on her return 
journey. 


Crossing to England, wo made a care- 


ful survey of tho railway route and de- 
cided upon a likely spot on the system 
of one of tho best known English rail- 
ways by which royalty usually I ravels. 
The place in question was an unusually 
long bridge spanning at the height of 80 
feet a broad but shallow stream. Just 
before the approach to tho bridge tho 
line took n sharp curve, which lent itself 
to our fell purpose. Our plan was to 
prepare two short, handy pieces of rail 
faced at one end like points ar,d tho other 
end curving gradually outward. The 
thin ends of ihe rails would be pierced 
for bolts of the same size as those used 
to fasten (by means of a fishplate) the 
ordinary rails together. We should then, 
on the night preceding tho pas&ing of tho 
train, loosen tlie bolts of tho particular 
rails we pitched upon, trusting they 
would bo overlooked by the patrolling 
surfaceman. 


On the following night we should con- 


ceal ourselves in the recess of the bridge, 
and aa soon as the pilot engine (which 
always precedes the royal train by 15 
minutes) had pissec] \vo should take 
out the bolts, release the fishplates on the 


outer side of one rail and on the inner 
side of the other, replacing them by our 
specially prepared rails. 


Tho wheels of tho engine of the com- 


ing train would take those short rails 
Jilce points, and ns tho ondti curved off 
toward tho parapet of the bridge'the 
whole train would leave the rails and bo 
iiwcipitated from the frightful height 
into the (stream beneath. There would 
be no escape for a &ing.:p soul in that 
train. And so, calmly and in cold blood, 
we arranged the wholesale destruction 
of the south bound train which would 
contain tho head and many important 
fpembers of the royal fanily. 


"We fcttcw that every precaution was 


taken by the railway company and their 
servants to observe a clear aod safe pas- 
saga for their royal patror, and. that ex- 
tra patrolmen wcro ont Eilong tho route, 
wh'ilo to prevent tlio risk of accident all 
less important trains were shunted to 
one side. Tho contents of all goods trains 
on the down line were carefully inspect- 
ed in order that no projections should 
endanger the safety of the special, aiid 
signalmen \r<*ro more than usually pal 
upon the alert, 


The greatest obstacle we had to con- 


tend against was the pilot engine. "We 
could do nothing till it passed (the loos- 
ened bolts would not affect its passage), 


Ctiid that left only 15 minutes to prepare 
tho rails for tho doomed train. Still, we 
practiced the screwing process on dummy 
metals and soon got very expert. The 
iidght arrived. The previous evening wo 
luul managed, unobserved, to loosen (he 
liolts necessary for our purpose near thfl 
middle of tlio bridge, and we could only 
trust they would not be tampered with 
before our arrival noxt evening. 


The fateful night was durk and stormy, 


which favored our purpose. 
Disguised 


as railway laborers at a, village) in the 
vicinity, and having previously conceal- 
ed our tool.; near tho bridge, wo made for 
the scene of our enterprise. Ensconcing 
ourselves within the shadow of the para- 
pet, we waited for the pilot engine to 
come along. At last her lights appear in 
the distance, and she thunders safely 
over the bridge. 


Now to work. 
Hastily eernriLg our respective mils, 


we make for the selected spot and com- 
mence to withdraw the bolts. While 
thus engaged my companion willi n 
bloodcurdling chuckle remarks: 


"We shall bag more of tho high and 


mighty than we first expected. 
The 


Duke of K 
and his suit are, I under- 


stand, on board tbe train." 


"The Duhu nf K 
':" I &Uirted aud 


dropped my rail in my excitement. "3fy 
boy's master.'' I gasped, ''and bo never 
travels without him.'' 


"So much the worse for your boy, 


then,'1 said the heartless brute as he pro- 
ceeded with hii work. 


In an instant my horrible position 


flashed upon mi-. Here was I calmly 
preparing to slaughter the heads of 
England (to whom before I had never 
S.iven a thought), and with them my 
own flesh aud blood, I nearly swooned 
as tho awftil n-vehition burst upon me, 
but iu a moment I recovered, and t lieu 
my decision was prompt. 
True, the 


failure of tho fccheme meant certain 
death to my companion and myself, but 
what of that? There was still time to 
save ourselves from becoming wholesale 
murderers. I .shouled. while I rephu-ed 
my bolt, to Bin-aggs to drop his mil aud 
fly. lie, however, had no sueh serupleH 
and had too great a regard for his own 
skill and the promised ivw ard. When 
he saw I wn^ determined to spoil his 
plans, he dropped his rail and made for 
me with a knife, the glitter of whit h as 
he closed with me 1 saw just in time 
through the darkness. 


As we struggled the lour oi the ap 


proaching train was heard in the dis- 
tance. Making a frantic: effort, as tlie 
train was cluse upon us, I managed to 
throw Scruggs off. Ho Ml across the 
oil rail. With a rush and mar the royal 
train swept safely ovt r tho bridge, while 
a stifled fihriik from Scraggs prepared 
me for his fate nsilell in a, faint against 
the stonework uf the bridge. 


I revived in what mii;-t have been a 


few minutes after the pat->-age of the 
train.

companion w:u, tin- first object that me! 
my eye, I shuddered to think how near-

evidently not having felt the obstruction. 
I hastily replaced the bolls on the other 
rail, threw tin- tools into the .stream, and 
with a last glance nt the remains of 
Scrag!,'!!

ed, I made my way to Lomlun, but only 
to live in deadly fear -it the swift and 
sure vengeance of the H-cret societv.

tempt thi-ret'ure rcm tint d unsuspected 
by the gem-:-;.! public; and since I t ame 
hero I have heard thal'tlic set rrt -uciety 
hits been broken up and its membcn 
scat!"led. I feel now that I shall escape 
them after all, but I .shall die h.ippy, 
knowing that my boy's future is ns- 
svired, and that hi1 will never know (I 
was convicted under a fal.-e name) hnw 
near to annihilation hi? own father had 
brought iiun and hi.s country's queen.— 
London Tit-Bits.

THE OLD MEMNON HAS REACHED THE 


END OF HER CAREER. 


A Sailing Vessel That Itiui Away From tli« 


Funinun Alulmmu—Story of the Kuuo. 
History of tun Itark Since IIio Wai—Ccin- 
hlgnoil to the1 Klnmck. 


The old bark Memnou, ono of the most 


nncioiit craft ou the Pacific coast, will 
go to sua no more. She haa fought ht>r 
last battle ajiniiist wind and water antl 
will "be towed to the marine crematory 
at California Cits', where she will be con- 
signed to the flames. 


The Jleiuiton was built in Boston in 


J8o8, aud wheu she htarted on her first 
viryageivas one of the finest vessels afloat 
of her size. For several years she wiis 
the pride of the western ocean and could 
uho\v her heels to any craft in the trade. 


She was one of the very i'e\v American 


vessels that when chased by the pirate 
Alabama succeeded in making an es- 
cape. Tliu ileumuii was on her way 
from Liverpool to Ejstou at the time 
and fell in wil lithe Ala bumii when about 
half way across the Atlantic. 


The Alabama conci-nled her identity 


until hhe got within half a mile of till 
Memnoii, when the Gmfedprate iliig wiis 
hoisted to the peak ami the astonished 
crew of the Yankee lim-lc began to realize 
the true character of the strange steam- 
er. The captain of the Jlcmuon calkd 
all hands aft, and in a very few wordb 
told them that capture meant many long 
months in a prison, and that ho proposed 
to escape if possible. 


The crew wore no more anxious to 


vitit a Confederate prison than (lie cap- 
tain, and when lie gave the order to square 
away the > arils the command was olieyei1 
in a very short time. 


It was blowing a stale from (he north- 


west at the time, aud the baric was under 
her topsails, but as KOOU as the van's 
were squared tlie men ran aloft, and sail 
aftfi1 sail was loused and but.
